Ing an extra session of the senate is the 
asnal course pursued at the outgoing of 
yach administration, to enable the senate 
to "advise and consent" to the cabinet 
selected by the incoming president. It is 
tlso customary at the same session to 
send in the names of ministers selected 
for the most important foreign posts and 
other leading offices at home. President 
Cleveland's proclamation, issued under 
similar conditions four years ago, was 
Jated Feb. 26.

With the issning of the proclamation 
about the question whether a president 
had. ever convened congresses as a whole 
in special session by proclamation issner] 
3t»st previous to his retirement 
fi-om 


office, 
An examination of the records 


shows that this was never done. Thf 
earliest da1» at which a new cpn^ji^gis. 
ever assembled after tho inauguration "o? ' 
a president was May 15. 1797, when 
President Jefferson called the two houses 
together to consider the situation caused 
by the suspension of diplomatic relations 
with Prance. In 1841 President William 
Henry HaiTison convened congress in 
special session on May 81, by proclama- 
tion issued March 17, but before the as- 
sembling of the body he had died and 
Mr. Tyler was in the chair. 


The occasion for thia special session 


was the condition of finances and rovo- 
nne. which demanded attention. Since 
1841 the congress has been called in spe- 
cial session four times only. In 18:6, be- 
cause of the failure to pass the army ap- 
propriation bill; in 1801, because of the 
war; in 1877, because of the failure to 
pass the legislative and executive appro- 
priation bills, in 1879, because of a fight 
over the appropriation for United States 
marshals in the same bill.—Washington 
Letter.

Admission Tickets For the World'* Fair. 
For a week the bank note factories at 


Dalton, Mass., have been making pecu- 
liarly distinctive paper that is to be used 
tor tickets of admission to the World's 
fair. The first order, which was for 
5,000,000 tickets, has been shipped to New 
York so that the American Bank Note 
company may have time for the elabo- 
rate engraving on the ticket. It is ex- 
pected that many will be sold as sou- 
venirs. To guard against counterfeits it 
has been decided that between the sheets 
of paper of which the card is composed 
there shall be scattered planchets of tis- 
sue paper, These planchets are of differ- 
ent sizes, the largest as big as a pin head. 


They are of three colors, blue, pink and 


salmon, the shades being plainly dis- 
cernible through the thin paper on both 
sides. The planchets are uot scattered 
all over the card, but simply in a row less 
than an inch wide across from top to 
bottom 
The tissue cnt in these little 


disks la expensive, and considerable will 
be saved by using them only in the cen- 
ter of the ticket. The chief reason for 
placing them in this way is the increased 
difficulty in counterfeiting

The Railway Zone System. 


Official figures just issued of the work- 


ing of the "zone system" on the railways 
of Hungary show excellent results. The 
system was introduced 'some three years 
ago. The country is divided into circles 
or zones, within which stated fares are 
charged, the principle being that the 
greater the distance from the capital the 
less the proportionate rate per »iile trav- 
eled. The system has greatly increased 
the amount of travel. For some years 
previous to its introduction the number 
of travelers averaged 6.000,000 a year. 
In the first year of the zone tariff sys- 
tem the number rose to 16,000,000, the 
second year to 19,000,000, while last year 
;he number of travelers on the railways 
was 38,000,000. The receipts have in- 
creased from 9,705,000 guilders during the 
ast year of tho old system to 28,300,000 
guilders in 1892.—Chicago Tribune.
